The controversy between Mrs. 
Mabel E. Moulton and Weller and

Horstman died in 1908,,and shortly 
afterward the widow called on Jones 
and asked for the deed. 

Jones informed Mrs. Horstman the 
deed had been given to her husband 
before his death. He suggested thai 
as a means of giving notice to the 
world that the deed had been exe 
cuted, she should make a deed to the 


property to a third person. Weiler 
| was selected. 


About this time it was found that 
the heirs of Horstman would begin 
proceedings to have both deeds set 
aside, and such action was taken in 
July, 1908, a compromise being ef- 
fected. The widow retained title te 
the property conveyed to her before 


The court found that the minds of 
Jones and Mrs. Horstman never met 
as to compensation, although Jones 
believed they’ had. Therefore, the 
court found that Jones and Weller 
afe entitied to a reasonable m- 
pensation, which they have had. Thw 
judgment was that Weller holds the 
property in trust for Mrs. Moulton

Mrs. Lynne’s defense was that the 
turkeys benefited the land by eating 
up the grasshoppers which infested 
it. She said the turkeys were being 
driven to another section of her land 
when they saw the grasshoppers, and 
nothing but a barbed-wire fence would 
have stopped them. 

To prove that turkeys will not eat 

when there are grasshoppers 


gave a scientific discussion on the 
habits of the bird. A turkey, he said, 
must be starved several days before 
it will eat grain. 

Price’s title in the land was ques- 
tioned, and the court found that he 
is not entitled to possession under a.

Then when the Presidency comes along 
he finds himself unincumbered and, after 
humbly proclaiming that he has insufficient 
virtues for so great a position, he is able 
to accept it with a clear conscience. How 
very much more dignified is all this, com- 
pared to our own Presidential orgies of self: 
praise. Oh, wouldn't it be just too beautt- 
ful if Teddy would humbly declare that he 
had not sufficient virtues for so honorable 
a position?

wise than in giving them equal oppor | 
tunity to use their talents, exercise their. 
skill, put their energy in motion, and oy 
thrift save something out of each day's 


history referred to above show that where 
men possess ability, acquire skill, use their 
energy, and practice economy, they may 
and do under our present system acquire 
wealth, and rise in every scale, social and 
industrial. 

We have often pointed out to people 
afflicted with these strabismic ways of 
looking at facts that they can put their 
theories into practice without any change 
in our social system or in our laws, or- 
ganic or special.

Forty of these 
families are to settle at once on a tract 
of seventy-two acres of land in the Rancho 
La Puente, and there carry on the farm- 
ing business. More land is to be acquired 
as it is needed, and as the other families 
are ready to take up their residence on 
it and enter into the enterprise. A co- 
operative store is to be one of the first 
things established. The plan includes the 
possession and operation of a motor truck 
line to bring the products of the colony 
to the market. The same means will be 
used to convey to work members of the 
colony who desire to enter into occupa 


tion elsewhere, not being needed on the 


tract. The plans are comprehensive, in- 
cluding an agricultural school which it is 
hoped will grow into a university. 

We commend this enterprise to the con- 
sideration of all those who wish.to g0 
into co-operative forms of industry, and 
to live communistically as to their time, 
talents and other possessions. Here is an 
opportunity for giving practical effect to 
the socialistic theory.

The length is made adjustable by buckles, 
so that the legs of the tr—srs may be 
held up about an inch and a half above

Several Chinese who were captured 
at Tehachepi last summer by immi- 
gration officials were on the witness 
stand in the United States District 
Court yesterday.

their hirelings were smuggling into 
this country from Mexico. 

According to the evidence, Wong 
Wing Sai was piloting the party from 
Ensenada to San Francisco. It is the 
contention of the government that 
Wong was not acting in his own be- 
half, however, but as the servant of 
Woo Wai and his associates. The 
Federal prosecution is aimed at the 
breaking up of this alleged ring. 

The aliens testified that they jour- 

ed to Ensenada in wagons, and 
ere compelled to walk from there to 
San Bernardino. They took train at 
San Bernardino, and were arrested on 
the train at Tehachepi. 

The proceedings were enlivened by 
a tiff between the attorneys, the de- 
fense alleging that the government 
had promised the men who were 
smuggied across the border $1 a day 
for the time they are held pending 
their deportation, they being needed 
as witnesses in the case. Judge Van 
Fleet overruled the introduction of 
such evidence.

The policv of the pro 
tectionists in our country who‘have made a study 
of ‘this subject and learned to comprehend it, has 
heen to levy, not lower, but higher duties on fin 
ished products than on crude. Why? Because 
the primary. purpose of protection has been to 
protect the Jaboring man in America from com 
petition with the grossly inadequately paid labor 
in foreign countries. If this policy is abandoned, 
and any finished material ts let in free, no dutv. 
however high, will protect the corresponding 
crude material. This is particularly so of sugar. 
American sugar is almost entirely from bieets. It, 
vastly more to produce beet sugar,/ crude 
or refined, than it does to produce eane stigar. If 
at foreign points of supply the crude sugar mav 
be had so much cheaper than in our country, rest 
assured that the: difference between the cost of 
production will be still wider apart when the ar- 
ticle appears in refined shape. Why? Because to 
the lower cost of the crude cane sugar there wil! 
be added the lower cost of labor in refining. Fven 
should the duty on crude sugar be put at 100 per 
cent., the admission of.refined sugar duty free will 
kill every sugar-beet factory in the United States, 
and put every beet grower out of business. The 
removal of the duty on refined sugar will cut off 
$53,000,000 per vear of revenue. The increased 
duty proposed for crude sugar is intended to make 
up this loss of revenue.

Menacing Aeroplanes. 
HF science of aviation is yet in its infancy, al- 
though great advances have been made. 


Statutes will have to be enacted defining the 


rights. of aviators and the rights of the general 
public. Some years ago a balloon came down in 
a little street in Paris and caused an explosion, 
killing one man and injuring several. In Belgium 
a similar descent occurred. The aeronaut let out 
the gas which penetrated the houses. A smoker 
at a window was lighting a cigarette ; an explosion 
took place, with the result that several people 
were killed atid many injured. ‘The courts held 
that.the aeronaut was chiefly responsible, but that 
the burghers who grasped the ropes in order to 
pull the balloon down were also to blame, as was 
the man who was lighting a cigarette in his win- 
dow. The Belgign Parliament, on appeal, exon- 
erated the smoker, but the judgment was affirmed 


as to the zealous rescuers who pulled at the ropes. 


Recently a balloonist’s grappling iron broke 
some telephone wires in a London suburb and the 


_cost of repairs was assessed against the aeronaut. 
In Paris an aviator was fined a louis for breaking 


a municipal ordinance, and in Berlin an aviator 
named Frey was fined 20 marks for flying over the 
city and “imperiling the lives of the inhabitants.” 

One of the objections urged in Congress against 
fortifying the Panama Canal was that it was use- 
less to build forts that could be destroyed by 
bombs thrown from aeroplanes.

kW subjects bring with them a higher and 

more concentrated sense of creative power 
than that of architecture. Since the uprearing of 
Babel’s tower, stuccoed .in stuttering speech: 
since the days of Athens’ brightness, when the 
eloquence of Pericles was sculptured in wood and 
stone, declaring the glorv, of Pallas: since the 
days when Galileo, from Pisa’s heights measured 
the steps of wandering worlds, man has cement- 
ef the epochs of growth in stone and mortar. _ 

Art is only Nature with her face so brightly 
washed that in it she beholds her own image. 
Nature fortifies her possessions of rock-built 
strongholds, chiseled and. painted bv her own 
hand-maidens—the elements. With plastic touch 
men mock the stony fingers; straying afield into 
conceits of beauty or caprice, and call it art. But 
every new-hewn block ‘is an accent of yearning 
for greater nearness to the master builder—Na- 
ture. 

The scholar is an architect of states as the 
builder is of temples, and, in the erection of both, 
provision is made for the future. Scholar and ar- 
chitect alike know that no edifice, whether of 
character or of granite, can be erected without a 
solid foundation, and that the education of the 
school-room is the foundation of the House of 
Life.

Raising Water With Air. 

(Harper's Weekly:] As all schoolboys know, a suc- 
tion pump can: theoretically elevate water only about 
thirty-three and one-third feet, a column of water of 
that height balancing the atmospheric pressure. A 
means has, however, been found of causing a suction- 
pump to raisé water to a height of even sixty feet. The 
invention was made by a workman in the French 


marine.’ Monsieur Eysserie,the chief engineer of ihe 
marine, remarked that one particular pump showed 
extraordinary qualities in drawing water from ships’ 
holds. Inquiry developed the fact that a workman had. 
thought of the plan of introdecing air into the water 
at the point where the suction was applied, thus pro- 
ducing an emulsion of air and water, which, because 
of its diminished density, was capable of being elevated 
to considerably greater heights than pure water.

ape trip on the Panama Canal will be one of the great 

ts of the world. It will take one through some of 
ep most picturesque scenery of the tropics, where there 
gill be palm trees, banana trees and the other vegeta- 
ion which clothes the equator. It will be through a 
mountainous region, over lakes and up and down the 
mighty water steps known as locks. 7 

The Suez Canal is a trip through the desert. The 
only difference between it and the ordinary trip of that 
sind is that one rides on the deck of a steamer instead 
ot on the back of a camel. And still it has wonderful 
yeauties which our canal will not have. The last time 
| passed through from Suez to Port Said I spent the 
sight on the canal. Our ship was steaming through the 
cands, under the stars of the tropics. We had a great 
sound moon of burning copper which turned the canal 
molten silver, and our pathway Was made still 
prighter by the electric searchlights which blazed from 
our masthead and prow. Standing upon the deck, we 
could see; nOW and then, on the banks a caravan of un- 
ginly camels with their ghost-like riders clad in white 
sobbing up and down under the moon. 

We passed many steamers whose searchlights made 
oe think of so many Cyclopean demons, each with an 
eve of fire in his forehead, marching on to attack him. 
We had to go slowly. The canal is already too small 
% tor the traffic and ships.are allowed to go only five or 
sx miles an hour. Litt’e recesses have been cut into 
the banks here and there, where. upon telegraphic no- 
dee, vessels have to tie up to allow other vessels to 
pass. 

There are many dredges in the canal, and steam 
sumps are kept sucking the sand froin the bottom and 
throwing it out upon the banks. The canal is now a 
title over thirty feet deep, but it will soon be thirty- 
fve feet from one end to the other. Within the past 
vear or 80 many millions of tons of earth and mud have 
been taken out of the bottom, and there is now talk of 
videning it, or of building another by the side for the 
surplus traffic. 


The Corinth Ship Canal. 


tis not a far cry from Suez to Greece. It lies on the 
other side of the Mediterranean, and not long ago was 
composed mostiy of what is now the mainland and the 
Peloponnesus, Which was joined to it by the Isthmus of 
Corinth. In 1893 this isthmus was cut through by the 
Corinth Canal, and lower Greece was thus turned into 
misiand.

The 
fields are divided by green hedges, and upon the rich 
grass fat cattle are feeding. Every now and then you 
pass a manufacturing town. You go under one great 
railroad bridge after another and finally drop down to 
the Mersey River, with its vast shipping from all parts 
of the world. 

The Manchester Canal is in many respects like that of 
Panama. It is a lock canal, and it was cut out of the 
rock. The excavation, however, amvuunted to only 54, 
000,000 tons, which was a bagatelle in comparison with 
the hundreds of millions we have had to take out, 

The canal was begun with the idea that it would 
cost about $40,000,000. It really. cost over $75,000,000. 
and nevertheless the Manchester men told me that they 
thought it a paying investment. Before it was built the 
city was falling off in business and commerce. Since 
then it has grown like a jimson weed or the fabled 
gourd of old Jonah. At the beginning the traffic on 
the canal was only a little over 900,000 tons. Five years 
later it had tripled in quantity, and in 1907 it was more 
than: 5,000,000 tons. - It is estimated that it now saves in 
freight rates $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 a year to the trade 
of Manchester, and thus enables that cotton center to 
compete with the others which lie on the seacoast. 
Before the canal was built the large manufacturers 
were leaving Manchester for Glasgow and elsewhere, 
but since then many industries have been started and 
10,000 houses have been built to accommodate the in- 
coming people. 

The city has constructed great docks there in the 
heart of the land; and these have a water space of 256 
acres, while the length of the quays is more than five 
‘miles. There are large elevators, built by Chicago men, 
filled with grain that has been floated down our great 
lakes and across the Atlantic. There are warehouses 


jfor American cotton; and American meat is brought in 


by the shipload. 
The Big Waterways of Holland. 


I took a flying trip to Europe this last summer and 
ran through some of the main canals of Belgium, Hol- 
Jand and Germany. Holland is known as the land of 
canals. It has big ones and little ones. The whole coun- 
try is cut up by water. It is only about as big as 
Massachusetts, but its navigable waterways placed end 
to end would reach from New York to San Francisco, 
and almost back to Chicago. There are altogether 
about 5000 miles of them, including the North Sea 
Canal, which connects Amsterdam with the North Sea. 
This is about fifteen miles long, 200 to 200 feet wide and 
thirty feet deep. Amsterdam has also a canal connect- 
ing it with the Rhine, and there are numerous canals 
which make it possible to reach every part of the coun- 
try by barges. 

Rotterdam is cut up by canals,.and it is fast becoming 
one of the great ports of the world, having canal caqn- 
nection with Belgium and Germany, and also reaching 
Germany by the Rhine. I! went from Belgium to Hol- 
land by canal, making a trip that way from Antwerp 
to Rotterdam. We passed throuwch one. old-fashioned 
lock after another, the locks being moved by quaint 
Dutchmen in. caps. roundabouts and bulbous panta- 
loons. Pretty Dutch gir's were scattered along the 
banks, and at every stop they brought fruit and knick- 
nacks to sell to the passengers. 

The New German Canals. 

Germany has recently been building canals to con- 
nect its great rivers. Its people are the best traders 
and the best manufacturers on earti, and they realiz 
the value of cheap water transportation. They have 
made canals which connect the Elbe and the Oder, and 
the system will eventually embrace the Rhine and the 
Weser. One can go from Hamburg to Berlin by canals, 
and there are busy canals.in eastern Germany, the 
names of which are not known in the United States. 
The present plan is.to standardize this canal system, 
making it so that barges of 1000 tons can be taken to 
any part of the country. 


The Kaiser's Big Ditch 


And this brings me to the big ditch the Kaiser dug. 
I refer to the canal at Kiel which gives his men-of-war 
a short cut to the ocean out from the Baltic. This 
canal is sixty miles long, and it cost $40,900,000 to build. 
It has reduced the time from sea to sea about two days, 
and has for all practical purposes made the Raltic a 
German lake. The canal*has locks at each end which 
contro! the tides, and these are so fortified that the 
navy of Germany can in and out through them, 
and other ships can be kept out ; 
The harbor at Kiel is excellent, and it forms a base 
for the German navy. It is eleven miles long. and. in 
places, four miles in width Except near the shore, 
the water is forty feet The Kaiser has built 
great forts here, and he has drv docks and shipbuild- 
ing yards, so that the canal forms one of. the nation’s 
chief military assets.

To the 
ancients this natural phenomenon was a mysterious, 
monstrous, unknown cause, worshiped as a_ deity, 
malignant in its intention and destructive in its work. 
It is but little more than a century since Benjamin 
Franklin sent his paper kites into the clouds and 
brought the lightning down its string to be taken off 
the key by his knuckle, thus proving that the thunder- 
bolt was nothing more than electricity, until his time a 
plaything in the chemica. laboratory. Today science 
teaches that it is a universal element found in all mat- 
ter, abundant in its supply, capable of being generated 
from anything in which there is heat, or converted into 
motion as the human mind may desire it. The demon- 
god of the ancient world has been brought down to 
earth, subdued, harnessed, trained and made obedient 
to every desire of the human mind: It glows in mild:

transporting men from point to point over steel rails, 
with literally the rapidity of the lightning. As there 
is nothing too great for it to accomplish, so also there 
is nothing too small.

Reference was made in the last paragraph to steel 
rails.. How little we consider that this device is but 
a century old. It is only the most modern men who 
have known the fact that a wheel lifted out of six inches 
of loose sand, or ten inches of looser mud, onto a hard, 
smooth rail, had less friction to overcome than by the 
old method. Friction? Why, it is only modern men 
who have worked out in their minds what friction is. or 
what its effects are.

Now I have to tell readers of the Illustrated Weekly, 
the sui generis and typical magazine of the Southwest, 
a few facts about a trio of men well known on the 
Pacific side, and also of German birth. The one of 
these three brothers in whose story people of Los An- 
zgeles will be particularly interested was born in the 
little village of Reckendorf, Kingdom of Bavaria, a 
part of the German Empire, in 1847.

This 
family, like many others, found the old home too slow 
and narrow, and so the three brothers in 1862 emigrated 
to America, when the one we are most particularly in- 
terested in here was only fifteen years old. About 1870 
they found their way to Portland, Or., and a year later 
two of them, at least, Were drawn to Los Angeles, then 
a little adobe town on the furthermost frontier of the 
Southwest, great in that day only in its geographical 
extent and undeveloped wealth, with the natural poten- 
tialities of growth which carried with it the possibility 
of the pioneer growing up with it. From 1871 to 1912 
stretches a period of forty-one years. The growth of 
Los Angeles and of all the Southwest in this period 
has surpassed and eclipsed that of all similar records 
in all the history of the world, in all ages, In all por- 
tions of the globe, and our German boys have not got 
left. 

Only two of the brothers came to Los Angeles. 
These were Abe and Jacob Haas. William took up his 
abode in San Francisco. In 1889 Jacob Haas diea. 
They had formed a partnership in the wholesale grocery 
business with the late Herman W. Hellman. The old 
store still exists as a landmark on Los Angeles street, 
just north of Commercial, in the McLaughlin Building. 
It was a small affair, but quite large enough to meet all 
the demands of that_comparatively early day. On a 
recent day, as Mr. Haas sat in his office in the building 
now occupied by the firm on the corner of Aliso ana 
Los Angeles streets, | found him with a sad, rem- 
niscent «mile on his face.- As I came tn his eyes were 
intently fixed upon an old photograph of the old buila- 
ing. No doubt his mind was running back to the early 
days, when his, brother and his partner were both with 
him, both now gone. There was another reminiscenc 
chord of dirge-like character running through the mina 
of Abe Haas. When Herman W. Hellman. left the 
grocery business to go into banking, the Haas brothers 


bought him out and took into partnership with them 
the late Jacob Baruch, one of the kindliest souls and 
most amiable men that ever blessed the people of this 
city with his friendship. He, too, has crossed the 
Eternal Divide and joined the vast caravan beyond. The 
firm is still Haas, Baruch & Company, and at Mr. 
Haas’s hand, as he gazed at the old photograph, were 
plans of the magnificent new building on Alameda 
street along the railroad tracks, being erected for the 
vast business of the firm. 

In 1901 Mr. Haas left Los Angeles and took an active 
part in the management of the great wholesale grocery 
business of Haas Brothers, San Francisco, whose des- 
tinies were conducted with success under the manage- 
ment of the third brother, William. Abe Haas married 
at a comparatively early period in life. His home is 
blessed and brightened with three children, one or 
them happily a son and heir. 

But albeit that Mr. Haas has been a resident of San 
Francisco for more than ten years, he retains all his 
interests in Los Angeles, and moreover refuses to part 
with any of them. His home was long known here at 
Olive and Tenth, running back to Grand avenue. This 
is his old home. He also has an interest in property 
at Seventh and Broadway, the property on Grand 
avenue and Olive streets, bought many years ago for a 
vety few thousand dollars, is today worth. nearly if not 
quite $250,000, but twice that sum would hardly tempt 
Abe Haas to affix his “John Hancock” to a deed ofr 
conveyance to the property.

LL. WHO are interested in Indian affairs remem- 
ner the eviction of the Warner's Ranch Indians 
in 1903. A band of about 200 individuals had lived 
gt Agua Caliente, Cal., so long that they did not know 
their ancestors, even, had ever lived anywhere 
They derived a comfortable living from the 
renting of bath-houses at the hot springs, from-—the 
hospitality extended to those who sought the benefits of 
the hot. baths, and from their small herds that ranged 
over the surrounding hills., There was little room for 
culture and such a life did not require effort that 
eould fairly be called arduvus. 


They were contented and happy, not only because it | 
eas home, but because a Mission Ind‘an is strongly at- !

These Indians, when they were evicted from War- 
ners ranch, lost the land which they had considered 
their own and all the improvements made on 1t.

The new 
houses they received were not so good as the old ones 
they gave up. The allotments given them were much 
smaller than they had a reasonable right to expect 
from the size of reservations that had been set aside 
for northern Indians; indeed, their_allotments are so 
small that they cannot hope to make a living on them, 
and members of the different families must leave home 
a portion of the time and go out to work on neighboring 
ranches and in households, to eke out, fof the family 
support, the. receipts from their farms. For, in an arid 
climate, only land that is irrigated can be depended on

The tangible evidence that prosperity is coming to 
Ireland is found in that infallible thermometer, the 
bank deposits. The savings deposits have within a 
few years increased, I believe, something like $25.- 
000,000, and, if I recall aright, the commercial ac- 
counts have swollen in that same period about $75.- 
000,000. There are communities from which the 
“gombeen men,” or money lenders, have been virtu- 
ally driven forth by lack of business, and even in the 
poorest sections where the curse of Ireland yet has a 
hold, the grip is being broken.

[Harper's Weekly:] Many species of well-known and 
much admired flowers furhish the world with a great 
deal of its poison. 

The laburnum, for instance, which the poets have 
loved to compare to a fountain of gold playing in the 
sunlight, is one of the most~poisonous flowers imagin 
able. There is poison in every bit of it—flower, leaf, 
and seed. Even grass growing’ beneath it is rendered 
poisonous by reason of its proximity to the beautiful. 
inhnocent-looking blossonis overhead. 

Such dainty and lovely blooms as tie narcissus, hya- 
cinth, jonquil, and snowdrop secrete the most deadls 
poisons, while the oxalis, the monk's-hood, and the 
fox-glove conceal noxious liquors powerful enough to— 
destroy life in a. short time. 

The list might be further extended by the addition 
of certain of the crocuses, the beautiful ladv’s-slipper, 
the quaint “old jack-in-the-pulpit,” and the prim little 
buttercup. The latter, despite its innocent appearance, 
is really one of the worst of the poisonous blooms. Even 
the cow is aware of this and carefully avoids it.’ The 
cousins of the buttercups, the peonies, the larkspurs, 
and the rest all contain toxic liquids :

automatically constringes the millions of ramifying ar- 
teries in the brain and spinal cord. Consequently, 
less blood flows through these great nerve centers, and 
they become inactive, drowsy. Chloroform produces 
sleep by driving the blood from the brain. Ac- 
cordingly, chloroform anesthesia would seem to simu- 
late nature more nearly than ether anesthesia, which 
congests the brain. But chloroform is ten times as 
treacherous. | 

During normal sleep the pulse lessens in force, and 
the breathing is shallower, the diaphragm qeing 
scarcely called into play. It is estimated that one in- 
hales only about one-seventh as much air during sleep 
as during an equal period of wakefulness. Yet none 
of the functions, either physical or mental, are com- 
pletely abolished. 

The lowered action of the mind is represented by 
dreams, the most fascinating and puzzling of ail psychic 
phenomena. There is probably no such thing as abso- 
lutely dreamless sleep. | 

Yet, Edison believes that his sleep is so profound 
that it is absolutely dreamless. He probably awakens 
without any objective consciousness of having dreamed. 
' Only those dreams are remembered, however, which 
are vivid or which occur during light sleep. It is said 
that one may dream in a few minutes through experi- 
ences and scenes which in actual life would require 
months for their occurrence. Only healthy persons, as 
a rule, can have pleasant dreams. Bad dreams are 
signs of physical. or mental disorder. Subjects of neu- 
rasthenia and hysteria are much given to unpieasant 
dreaming. Of course indigestion may bring on “night- 
mares,” goblins and assorted devils in sufficient num-’: 
bers; but only to persons of a neurotic predisposition. 

A particularly vivid dream or a “nightmare” indicates 
that the mind is largely awake, though the rest of the 
body sleeps soundly. Somnambulism, on the other 
hand, indicates that the mind is asleep, though the 
muscles and spinal cord are not. Thus, one part of the 
body may sleep more soundly than another. rat 

While the blood leaves the brain and nervous system 
during sleep, the skin is supplied with more blood than 
usual. Hence the tendency to perspire and take cold 
at night. The limbs actually swell and grow larger 
during sleep. . 

The first hours of sleep are soundest and best. 


| Ventilation. 

Many of us can remember when, in the cold nights 
in the old country home, we undressed in front of the 
grate fire in the living-room, and with a shawl about 
us darted up the stairs and plunged under the heavy 
covers of the bed, ~where we lay shivering until our 
little bodies created an adequate warmth, and we fell 
into healthful slumber. Perhaps a pane of glass was 
broken from the window; and perhaps some of us lived 
in a region where the wind whistled shrilly, and the 
snowflakes drifted in. But we remember, too, how 
ruddy our cheeks, and how bright our eyes. as we 
trudged to school, breathing smoke on the frosted air. 
Our homes were not overheated. It might be said that 
they were a trifle uncomfortable in the very cold 
weather. But they were well ventilated; and when it 
is realized that the average adult breathes 2600 gal- 
lons of air into his lungs daily, ventilation becomes a 
matter for serious consideration. 

Weare living in a somewhat sybaritic age—an age 
inclined to enervating luxury. . The wealthy cannot now 
monopolize the questionable privilege ef living and 
sleeping in overheated apartments, for heating appa- 
ratus and their accessories, as well as other conven- 
iences formerly enjoyed only in homes of wealth, are 
now considered indispensable in the most modest apart- 
ment or cottage, with the result that the fine sturdy 
health common to the people\ of yore has materially 
deteriorated. In the days when the open fireplace 
was the common means of lieating a room, a certain 


will circulate freely. Once or twice a day the win- 
dows should be thrown wide open, and the air en- 
tirely renovated. Another item of importance is hu- 
midity. An open vessel of water should be placed in 
each room, on of near the heater. It should be kept 
full, and the water renewed morning and evening. The 
windows of the sleeping apartment should be open top 
and bottom at night, and all heat turned off. Use as 
many covers on the bed as are necessary; for there is 
no virtue in sleeping cold; but do not. shut out the 
fresh air, even on the coldest nights. 

Do not remain in the house too much, no matter how 
severe the weather. Do not yield to an indolent incli- 
nation to avoid the bite of the air on a chilly day. WNa- 
ture is kind to those who are not afraid of her. It will 
be like a cold bath: you may shrink from the first 
plunge, but after that is made, the reaction throws the 
blood rapidly through the arteries, distributing an in- 
vigorating warmth throughout the body. | | 

,Summer or winter, lef your windows always be open 
a few inches from the,ytop, and whenever practicable, 
at the bottom also. If necessary, wear heavier. cloth- 
ing, but under no circumstances deny yourself pure 
air. The exhalations from the lungs are charged with 
carbonic dioxide—oxygen united with the waste carbon 
of the body. In a closed chamber the air is rapidly 
polluted by this gas. The lungs are forced to breathe 
in air whose density renders it difficult to throw off. 
It has a suffocating effect, resulting in inertia, vertigo, 
faintness, nausea and fever, and the system is soon in 
a state to succumb easily to the attack of disease. | 

“In larger communities the afr contains from 4 to 5 
per cent. of carbonic oxide to 10,000 parts of air. In 
the country and by the seaside the percentage runs 
from 2 to 3% per cent. Scientists aver that four parts 
of the gas in 10,000 is the maximum quantity that is 
compatible with the continuance of health. Under no 
circumstances should the proportion exceed nine parts 
in 10,000, for when that point is reached, fatal results 
may be looked for. An adult produces 0.6 of the gas 
per hour.” | 


The Strange Fate of M. D. Specialists. 

The following interesting collection of fatalities 
among the medical profession—-physicians and surgeons 
~causes one to look for a psychological rather than a 
physiological basis. 

It is stated that Laennec fell a victim to a disease 
the nature of which he had taken pains to describe. 
Lancisci and Corvisart died of diseased heart, and 
Boyle sank under the ravages of the disease of which 
he had been the most successful illustrator. Sir Ben- 
jamin Brodie, the great surgeon, died of cancer of his 
right shoulder joint. Dupuytren, the most famons suv- 
geon of the last century, died of an empyema. Refus- 
ing to submit to an operation, he said that he “would 
rather end his life through God’s hand than that of a 
surgeon.” In more recent times Mulkuliez, who wrote 
on cancer of the stomach, himself fell a victim to this 
disease, Fowler of Brooklyn, having written on appen- 
dicitis, died of this disease. On the memorial tablet 
of Dr. Jesse W. Lazear, who died of yellow fever, are 
the words: “With more than the courage and devo- 
‘tion of the soldier he risked and lost his life to show 
how a fearful pestilence is communicated and how its 
ravages may be prevented.” Dr. Guillotin, the inven- 
tor of the guillotine, had his own head chopped off. A 
fiumber of distinguished physicians have been great suf- 
ferers from the gout. Sydenham said: “More wise 
men than fools are victims of this affection.” Angina 
pectoris has claiméd its share of the medical profession, 
and in this group may be mentioned the names of Sir 
James Y. Simpson, Sir Charlies Bell, and John Hunter. 
Instances are cited illustrative of Osler’s statement 
that the profession offers many examples of good work 
thoroughly and conscientiously carried out by men 
with aneurism of the aorta. Dr. Thomas King Cham- 


amount of ventilation was provided through the draft 
created between the chimney and all accidental aper- 
tures beneath door or between window frames, even 
when the window itself was not kept open. 

But many of our modern arrangements for Heating 
are far from hygienic. The gas heater, unless connect- 
ed with a chimney vent, will destroy all of the vitality 
in a room very quickly. It eats up the oxygen, dis- 
seminating the poisonous carbonic acid gas rapidly. 
And the human system into which this poison is 
breathed cannot long maintain a condition of health. 
The oil heater is somewhat less destructive, but similar 
in effect. Hot water and steam heat cause undue dry- 
ness of the atmosphere. The pipes of hot-air furnaces 
are likely to conduct impurities of combustion into the 
apartments which they heat. Electricity, with proper} 
ventilation, is a most desirable means of heating, but 
too expensive for ordinary use. 

In the spring, when we begin to spend as much time 
as possible out of doors, when the fires of winter are no 
more needed, and the windows are thrown wide to the 
sun-warmed air, it may be noticed how the faces of 
men, women and children take on a fresh, clear color. 
with a new brightness in the eyes, and a new elasticity 
in the step. This would be a normal condition with 
them the year round if, instead of spending most of 
their time in overheated, poorly-yentilated apartments 
during the winter, they would pay more attention to 
procuring pure, fresh air in sufficient quantities for 
the daily purification and upbuilding of their physical 
constitutions.

eleven years later one in the right leg cured by pres- 
sure, and finally aneurisms of _the carotid arteries, 
Richard Bright died of the consequences of extensive 
and long-standing ossification of the aortic valves of 
the heart, the exit for blood being reduced to a mere 
chink. Robert Liston died of an aneurism of the 
aorta, which must have existed for years, and been 
fostered by the great physical exertions which charac- 
terized his recreation as well as his work. The great 
physician, Sir Morrell McKenzie, the great throat spe- 
cialist, died of the disease of which he was a specialist 
and which he had so long and so successfully treated 
in others and which had given him a world-wide repu- 
tation. Just recently Dr. Mayo of Rochester, Minn., 
one of the best-known specialists on appendicitis, fell 
a victim to the same, and was obliged to undergo an 
operation. 

Surely there seems to be a connecting psychological 
link. We know that the mind focused upon a physical 
condition may produce or aggravate or be the strong- 
est means of cure depending entirely upon the mental 
attitude. All thought takes form in action.

The Various Kinds of Breathing. . 
FE HAVE become more or less familiar with the 
words, abdominal, costal, dorsal, diaphragmatic 
-and clavicular.. The latter, the raising of the clavicle 
(collar bone) is the least desirable. It is seldom taught 
by a first-class vocalist and never by a teacher of 
physical education who has a correct knowledge of 


physiology. 
While the flexibility of the muscles of the upper chest 


~should be maintained by muscular exercise, specially 


adapted, that flexibility should not be apparent when 
inflating the lungs either for singing or the perform- 
ance of any physical act. Why? Because what I have 
previously given as “Active Chest” so raises it and 
keeps’ it in position by the muscles that nature has 
provided for that purpose, that the upper lobes of the 
lungs may be filled without the added effort of lifting 
the chest—an effort never apparent with any artist 
vocalist. (One may have the reputation of being an 
artist in'any line; yet never catch up with that—reputa- 
tion. Just as one may have the reputation of being an 
early riser—after which he may lie abed all day.) 

One cannot be too explicit when giving instruction 
through the medium of the dead letter, however much 
the writer may endeavor to infuse hia spirit. It is npt 
enough that a subject or its importance be kept con- 
stantly before the mind of the reader, it is, however, 
of the greatest importance to get it into the mind and 
have it remain there. .

NASMUCH as the term is misleading, a word of. 

explanation may prove helpful, Serious results have 
followed the practice of abdominal breathing as it is 
frequently taught. The abdomen does not breathe, 
the chest does not breathe, the clavicle does not 
breathe, yet we have these and various other forms of 
breathing exercises. | 

The term “abdominal breathing” obtains its name in 


 gonsequence ef the forward movement of the abdomen 


during inspiration. So called abdominal breathing as is 
often and erroneously taught (moving the lower walls 
of the abdomen) is not abdominal but abominable and 
“often results in injury. 

Correct abdominal breathing is a healthful and in- 
vigorating exercise—the contraction of the diaphragm 
pressing upon the stomach and liver lying directly un- 
derneath and o’erlapping each other. The movement 
upon the stomach is a promoter of good.digestion.

How to Secure Abdominal Breathing. 


LACE the tips of the fingers firmly just a little 

below the center and front of the sternum (breast 
bone;) in fact, just about over the pit of the stomach— 
everyone knows where that is. Keep the upper chest 
raised and fixed. Do not lean backward; for in so 
doing you will tense the abdominal muscles and inter- 
fere with their elasticity. Inhale (through the nostrils) 
slowly, but fully, causing a strong outward pressure 
against the fingers. There should be little or no move- 
ment below where the fingers are pliced. The instant 
you begin taking the breath you should fee] that per- 
ceptible forward movement against the tips of the 
fingers. Check the movement a moment when you 
have fully inhaled (without any movement of the 
upper chest,) then exhale slowly, expelling all the air 
possible; the fingers retaining their pressure, will fol- 
low the relaxed muscles. . 

Should you have any difficulty in obtaining a strong 
movement of these ahgominal muscles, you will not fail 
if you He on the floor, flat upon your back, your arms 
at the side after having placed a heavy book or other 
heavy object directly over the spot where, when stand- 
ing, you placed your fingers. The object will rise and 
fall with every inhalation and exhalation. You will not

the back of the fingers against the lower ribs: Take 
a deep inhalation (through the nostrils) slowly, caus- 
ing a strong outward pressure against the fingers. 
Check the movement a moment when you have reached 
the full inflation (without lifting the upper chest,) then 
slowly but fully expel all the air possible; the fingers 
etaining their pressure will follow the receding 
muscles.

HIS is the sum-total of the abdominal, costal and 

dorsal breathing as opposed to the clavicular breath- 
ing. After having trained each set of muscles—front, 
sides and back—until they respond fully and imme- 
diately to your demands, you can and, in fact, should 
forget their individual effort and reap the reward of 
the concerted action; that is, the full diaphragmatic 
movement unconsciously applied. 

To aid you to reach this maximum of power with 
minimum effort I would suggest (let me repeat, after 
you have trained each set of muscles separately) that

you draw around you an imaginary elastic belt—imagi- 
nary, mind you-—and as you inhale it will expand on 
all sides. Span as much of your waist as possible. 
The hands are placed there, as in the previous exer- 
cises, merely for the sake of Tresistapce.

Diaphragmatic Breathing for Vocalists. 

HIS deep full, diaphragmatic breathing fs not only 

essential for health, not only for the athlete. but is 
also of the utmost importance to every vocalist. It is 
one thing to breathe correctly, it is quite another to 
control the breath. 

All vocalists, struggling for breath control, realize 
sooner or later, that there are six fundamental prin- 
ciples that must be mastered ere they can pass from 
the amateur to the connoisseur: 


First. Correct standing position. 

Second. Correct breathing. 

Third. Control of the waist muscles. 

Fourth. Supporting the tone. 

Fifth. Placing or focalizing. 

Sixth. Projection, or carrying power. . 

Of ail these, correct position is fundamental. Why? 
Because no one can contro! the voice until they control 
the breathing; no one can control the breathing until 
they control the diaphragm: no one can contro] the 
diaphragm until they contro] the waist muscles, no 
one can control the waist muscles uptil they assume 
correct position of the body; therefore. correct position 
is fundamental. 

The diaphragm is one of the strongest muscles of 
the body, extending through the body not only from 
side to side but from front to back» It arches in the 
center and separates the cavity of the chest from that 
of the abdomen. It forms, as it were, a floor to the 
lungs and a roof to the abdomen—the heart and lung 
above; the liver, stomach. etc.. beneath. : 


A NOTHER reason for diaphragmatic breathing during 
vigorous exercise—-whether physical or vocal—is 
because of the beneficial effect upon the liver. The 
movements of the diaphragm facilitate the flow of 
blood through the liver brought to it by the valveless 
portal vein. A deep inspiration sucks the blood: into 
the liver while the expiration expels it with a jet. 
Therefore liver indigestion, due to an imperfect supply 
of oxygen, is thus benefited by the deep, full breathing 
caused by the vigorous exercise. 

Did you ever notice those yellow spots on the back 
of your hands? That is Nature’s detective at work 
and that is one of the many ways she has to “spot” 
you because you have an IL.W.W. liver. 

When thai condition prevails I would advise that 
you get out into the fresh air ard take a brisk walk 
(preferably, on an empty stomach—your own.) In- 
crease the rate of speed compatible with safety. Each 
heart beat sends the blood through the vessels at a 
higher pressure and you will realize more than ever 
that living, in its fullest sense, depends upon the liver. 


‘W HILE walking, running or otherwise exercising 
avoid holding the breath. It is decidedly detri-

Sandow, in speaking on this subject in answer to 
my query, said: “To hold your breath when exercising 
is to let your muscles tear down at a rapid rate. The 
carbon dioxide accumulates very fast in the muscles 
and if you shut off the supply of blood or impoverish it, 
particularly during hard work, you can readily see how 
the tearing down process works; 
breathe all the time, fresh blood flows on continuously 
and, in consequence, there is no tearing down. As for 
myself, I do not hold my breath in doing heavy work. 
Just before making a violent exertion, I fill my lungs 
full of fresh air and then do the work. It is but_for a 
few seconds and I know how to do it without injury to 
‘my heart. There comes the greatest danger, after 
holding the breath, in the on-rush of blood overwork- 
ing the valves.” 

— The lack of the usual supply of oxygen leads to the 
stimulation of the cardio-inhibitory econter of the 
medulla and thus, through the pneumogastric nerve, 
slows the heart beat.

these should be stopped with corks of absorbent cot- 
ton.

Treatment for a Cold. 
Familiar Common-Sense Methods That May 


Prove Eff ective. 


MOST interested and interesting question ‘in the 
average menage is: “What is the best home treat- 
The very best treatment is that of 
prevention; and it is not so very difficult if the mat- 
ter is given a fair degree of forethought. Sudden 
change of temperature, exposure to draught or chill 
after being overheated, premature changing of wear- 
ing apparel upon the first approach of the warm days 


colds, especially if the system is in any way clogged, 
under which circumstances it is pertiowarty suscep- 
tible to colds of all kinds. 

Therefore, the first measure of prevention is to keep 
The secohd 
measure is, do not sit in a draught. At the first warn- 
ing, stop thé draught or move. Many colds are con- 
tracted by women during an evening's entertainment, 
when they are diaphanously gowned. They will sit 
through a musical number or a recitation with a little 
siphon of air playing up and down their spines and 
bare shoulders, electing to take the pimnageences 
rather than to appear “impolite.” 
| The third measure is think a little beyond the fact 
of your momentary comfort, after some extraordinary 
stimulation or exhilaration such .as dancing, tennis, 
golf, or any other exercise that may have heated the 
blood, and started a perspiration. You are uncomfort- 
ably warm, and you want to cool off; and your ten- 
dency is to throw off a garment, rather than assume 
an extra one. After you have been running your horse 
so that he is wet and foam flecked, you blanket him: 
This is precisely what you must do for yourself. under 
like circumstances. 

The fourth measure is do not be deceived by a seem- 
ingly excessive warmth in the early spring days. Many 
make the mistake of changing from heavier garments 
to summery attire when the chill is still lurking in the 
shadows; and it will surely find out the imprudent one, 
and inoculate h 

It is true. that sometimes he finds that he has con- 
tracted a cold when he cannot recall a moment of im-| 
prudence; but there is always a “reason.” 

The cold sponge-bath and rub-down every morning is 
a decided protection against cold germs. 

If you are out in the rain, and get thoroughly wet, 
or even slightly damp, change every garment a8 soon 
as you reach shelter; for dampness penetrates, and 
reveal the fact that even the 
clothing closest to your skin has not entirely escaped. 

When you feel the first symptoms of cold, immedi- 
ately cleansé the nostrils and gargle the throat with 
hot salt water. Hot onion soup can be prepared 
quickly from stock and finely-chopped onions, with a 
little rice for thickening. Avoid solid food. The heat 
of the soup combined with the strong essence of the 
onion will go far toward loosening the cold. When you 
retire, take a hot mustard bath, and if you have the 
courage, and are sure that you will carry the treat- 
ment through consistently, cover yourself up for a 
sweat bath, after taking a good dose of castor oil. 

If the discomfort is in throat or chest, a hot oatmeal 
poultice may be applied.’ In the morning, it is safe to 
say—providing you have in no way exposed yourself 
during the night—-you will find your annoying symp- 
toms broken. 

There are other hot, peppery decoctions that would 
most likely weaken the grip of a cold, but it is neither 
necessary nor wise at such a time to take anything 
into the system that wold upset the stomach—which 
most of these decoctions most assuredly would do. 

A raw onion is a decided enemy to a cold, espe- 
cially in the head. It should be_ sliced, and eaten 
slowly, being held for a while at the back of the 
tongue, so that the fumes may enter the passages back 
of the nostrils. A good way to prepare onions for this 
purpose is to crush them through a collander, when 
you wil) have a pulpy, juicy substance, to which you 

may add a little salt, cayenne pepper, and a few drops 
of lemon juice. 

“An excellent and safe remedy for children ‘with 
colds,” says Dr. Richardson, “is to sHce onions thin, 
sprinkle sugar over them, put them in the oven and 
allow to simmer until the juice is thoroughly mixed 
with the sugar. It makes a thick syrup and is very 
nice. Give a teaspoonful, as seems to be needed, four 
or five times a day. | 3 

“Ten to twelve drops of kerosene oil on a piece of 
cut loaf sugar, taken every two or three hours, has 
been found effective in curing colds. It is good also to 
rub the neck and chest with kerosene .oil, in cases of 
sore throat and cold in the chest. For sore throat, 


swab the throat with a chicken feather or something} 


of the kind soaked in kerosene oil. 
“When you are out camping, or where it is impos- 

- gible to obtain medicines of any kind,” says Dr. Col- 
lins, “if you have a cold in the head and a sore throat 
and cannot breathe throwgh the nose, before going to 
bed take a handkerchief and, after soaking it in cold 
water, place it around the neck and cover with a piece 
of flannel or a woolen sock. Be sure to cover with a 
sock or something of the kind; otherwise you will 
awake the next morning with a stiff neck and a worse 
cold. It is the heat that does the good and not the 
cold. The next morning grease the neck with vaseline, 
cold cream or some oil, so as to close the pores after 


the sweating.”

He should guard against this, and 
restrain his appetite, for serious complications may 
follow if he does not. He should fast until the stom- 


fermented food, which clogs, distends, and often in- 
flames them. Sometimes, through neglect, decaying 
matter remains in the alimentary canals for days. 

Tea and coffee, and acids of all kinds should be ab- 
solutely avoided during this period, as they have a 
tendency to further contract the small ducts and mus- 
cles of the intestinal tract, which need soothing and re- 


In this condition gas is often formed to such an ex- 
tent that the extraordinary pressure in the region of the 
heart causes a sense of suffocation, and might result 
seriously if not given immediate relief. When the lips 
become bluish, with a white ring about them, and the 
eyeballs contract, work the arms rapidly up and down; 
and rubbing the stomach should be resorted to until 
the patient is able to hiccough. Continue this treat- 
ment until the relief is pronounced, at the same time 
administering some pure mineral water in which the 
salts are mild—a tablespoonful at from ten to fifteen 
minutes intervals. Walking the patient rapidly up and 
down will also hasten the moment of relief. Under no 
circumstances allow him to lie still until you are satis- 
fied that the distended stomach is almost empty of its 
burden of gas. This in an aggravated case of acute 
indigestion may require from three to four hours in ac- 
complishing. I have used this treatment in cases 
where the pressure of gas so seriously interfered with 
the action of the heart that the patient fainted. 

When the gas has been expelled, or forced from the 
stomach on through the intestinal system, let the pa- 
tient rest for a while. Then give him a half-glass of 
water in which you have placed a pinch of bicarbonate 
of soda. At night administer one or two tablespoon- 
fuls of olive oil The chances are that in the morning 
the symptoms will be under control, and that, with a 
little care in the diet, normal conditions will be re 
stored. The patient should, however, eat very lightly. 
A small wineglass of very warm milk at intervals of an 
hour will enable the patient to abstain from solid food, 
and can easily be absorbed by the stomach, even in a 
semi-aggravated condition. Milk should not, however, 
be given if there are any symptoms of biliousness. 
And care should be taken that the milk be not allowed 
to come to a boil. 

One patient, who had undergone an attack of this 
kind, after fasting for almost twenty-four hours, de- 
manded a salt fish. It was delicately broiled, and 
given to the patient, with satisfactry results, the salt 
evidently stimulating the action of the stomach, and 
bringing relief. 
In a stubborn case, fasting is recommended, with 
a plentiful use of soft or rain water, sipped slowly, 
since water, as well as food, must be digested. The 
patient should not be kept in a dark or close room. 
Sunshine is curative in any case of illness, but par- 
ticularly so when the digestion is concerned. 


- What to Do in Fever— 
[Roger M. Dennet, in Woman’s Home Chnisnatiin ] 
A child gets fever very easily, so it has not as much 
significance as it has jin the adult. With the onset of 
fever it is usually a safe thing to give a cathartic, stop 
food, and give an alcohol friction bath in the following 
manner: The clothing is entirely removed, and a 
dry shect or blanket wrapped around the child. One 
part is exposed, and wet with equal parts of water and 
alcohol. This is then rubbed briskly but lightly with 
the hand until it has dried. It is moistened again, and 
same process repeated. Go over the whole body back 
and front in this way, allowing half an hour for the en- 
tire bath. Do not dry with a towel or cloth. It is the 
cooling during evaporation, together with the friction 
which brings the blood to the surface, that takes down 
the fever. 
Plenty of water to drink may be allowed if there is 
not excessive vomiting. Cold water, helps to take down 
the fever and dilute any poisonous products within the 
body.

ALASKA’S PROBLEM, TRANSPORTATION. 
‘THE SORE NEED OF IT. 


- LASKA’S greatest problem is transportation. And 
Alaska has problems of vital interest to every 
man in the Unitéd States, who hopes for devélop- 

ment of the country and for a square deal: People may 
fuss about the coal lands, may dispute about govern- 
mental action, may shiver at the thought of long and 
severe winters, but still the real problem before the 
great country of Alaska is transportation—not graft. 

It is not every man who has taken time to consider 
Alaska as a part of the United States. It is not every 
man who has taken the trouble to learn that every 
Alaskan harbor south of Cook's inlet, on 60 degrees north 
latitude, is ice-free and cpen to navigation the year 
round. At the same time it is a well known fact that 
the ports of Montreal, Quebec, St. John, Albany and 
Buffalo are closed absolutely to navigation during the 
winter months. And the commerce of these Atlantic 
-and lake ports is tremendous when considered with the 
shipping of the country year in and year out. As a 
matter of fact, the only important ports of Alaska that 
are closed by the severe weather of wimter are Nome, 
St. Michaels and Fairbanks. Ketchikan, Juneau, Skag- 
wag, Cordova, Valdez and Seward enjoy at least a 
weekly mail service from the United States by steamer. 

Alaska, a country rich in minerals, in timber and in 
agricultural possibilities, twelve times the area of Ohio, 

--has about 500 miles of railroad, operated by eight com- 

panies. Five of these roads are purely local, catering to 
the traffic of the mines in their respective territory. 
The other three, the Copper River and Northwestern, 
the White Pass and Yukon, and the Alaska Northern, 
are barely entitled to the tithe of railroads when con- 
sidered on the basis of railroads in the United States 
proper. The White Pass and Yukon alone furnishes 
transportation facilities to the interior of Alaska by way 
of the Yukon River, partly through Canadian territory, 
with only 112 miles of track all told. 

As the Yukon River freezes during a long period in. 
winter, the White Pass Road can only be used advan- 
tageously during the summer months. And it may be 
worth mentioning in passing that this railroad was built 
with London capital in an effort to develop that part of 
the great north country under the rule of the crown. In 
doing so it was necessary to pass through American ter- 
ritory to reach a port on the Pacific Ocean. Even with 
the -handicap of partial or complete idleness during the 
severe weather of winter, the road was a financial suc- 
cess from the beginning of operation. | 

At Seward a standard gauge road has been construct- 
ed for seventy-two miles and surveyed for 700 miles, 
imeluding branch lines, through the very heart of Alaska. 
This road, the Alaska Northern, gives very good service 
with electric cars daily, and with steam freight trains 
as demand requires: The company does not attempt 
to operate in winter. Along the right of way of this 
road is the dog trail between Seward and the Iditarod 
mining district, used in winter as the only means of 
transportation. 

At Valdez there is but little track laid, but the be- 
ginning of a road to the Fairbanks district has been 
made. The government trail to Fairbanks is one of the 
best in the country, and its building resulted in the 
opening of an immensely rich country tributary to Fair- 
banks and the Tanana River, and in developing a great 
_gold-producing district. The Tanana River Railroad, 

. which is in 65 degrees north latitude, is enabled to 
operate trains all the year round. 

Cordova, Valdez and Seward are and will be the real 
ports of Alaska. Skagway is an important port but is 
mainly used in winter as the starting point for Dawson, 
which is in Canada, and not in Alaska, as many Ameri- 
cans seem to think. These three seaports are the 
natural termini for railroads to the interior, and the 
only places where the commerce of the country could 


the railroad center of all Alaska, having more than 200 
miles of track connected with the terminals on the 
coast. The Morgan-Guggenheim syndicate operates the 
road and gives pretty decent service. A man can take 
his camp equipment in twenty-four hours to interior 
points that before the advent of the road required 
months of unremitting toil to reach. 

While railroad transportation is the great problem 
in Alaska, the building of roads and trails, especially 
wagon roads, is of great importance. In a country of 
such magnificent distances as Alaska claims, where 
much of the road-building must of necessity be in moun- 
tainous districts, the expense of constructing highways 
is enormous. And the system of’ construction so far 
employed has been piecemeal of construction so far 
Alaska Road Commission has been handicapped for 
of settlements let alone to build feeders out into the 
country where the demand for roads is strong and con- 
tinuous. 

In the building of roads and trails in Alaska Ameri- 
cans have much to learn frem the Canadians, whose 
work in the Dawson country has put the average Ameri- 
can road to shame. There is but little if any difference 
between the country on the American side of an 
imaginary line and that on the side of the Canadians, 
yet in the roads alone there is difference enough to 
designate the flag under which the work was done. 
On the Canadian side there are mote peeple, drawn 
largely by the fact that they can travel, than there are 


Canadians and the Canadian Parliament with the needs 


well drained, smooth road with minimum grades, fit for 
automobile traffic, while on the American side strips of 
mud and rocks and roots are ruinous to man's body and 
soul. The Canadians have realized the need of perma- 
nent development, while the American ,has merely 
reached out for exploitation and profit. 

When Americans and the United States Congress get 
in as close touch with Alaska and her needs as have 


of Canadian Alaska, then will come the end of Alaska’s 
troubles. For at the bottom of it all is ignorance. 
Ignorance of its immense area; ignorance of its climate, 
varied and peculiar though it may be; ignorance of its 
resources aside from gold and coal; ignorance of its 
importance in the commerce of the world, and, worst 
of all, ignorance of its people, The most widespread 
and injurious misconceptions are probably. those regard- 
ing the climate and the people. The generally-accepted 
notion is that Alaska is a land of perpetual snow and 
ice, inhabited mainly by Eskimo, while the facts are that 
not one-third of the area of American Alaska is within 
the Arctic circle, and that the majority of the popula- 
tion is white, a sturdy mixture of the best elements of 
the Caucasian race. In other words, the people of 
Alaska are of the same stock as those who built Oregon, 
Washington and California, that sturdy class which 
has ever been in the forefront of pioneering since the 
days of Plymouth Rock. 

These people have troubles, but the greatest obstacle 
to progress ‘s lack of transportation. And the solution 
is easy—money and brains. |

In order to accomplish 
this he will swing into the front of the band and whip 
his dog into action, realizing that this is his only hope 
for life. If he is successful, the forward movement is 
stopped and the outer circle of sheep shortly produces 
a snowbank that shuts in the entire band. Here both 
herder and sheep remain—they could not get away if 
they would—until help or death comes. | 
In two days the sheep begin to eat the wool from* 
one another's backs; the herder is buried in the snow 
and the dog is looking for familiar landmarks.

Psalm: “Let God arise, and let His enemies be scat- 
tered,” while darkness and earthquake only increased 
the terror of the hour among the votaries of the Druid 
zods. The next day, Easter, Leary, the King. gave a 
willing hearing to the preaching of the great mission- 
ary apostle of Ireland, resulting in the conversion of'a 
large number of the pagan Irish, among them the 
King’s,own brother, Conall. The King himself refused 
to abandon his Druid faith. 

Patrick's success at Tara was the first great blow 
struck at Irish paganism, for the wonderful story of 
the Gospel, of the darkness and the earthquake, was 
carried by the Irish sun-worshipers from Tara to the 
most remote corners of Ireland, and thus prepared the 
way for the coming of the Gospel to all the Irish peo- 
ple. Up and down the whole length of the Emerald 
Isle Bishop Patrick traveled, ringing his little mission 
bell to call the people together—the bell still to be seen 
in the museum-of the University of Dublin. Sometimes 
he used a drum instead of the bell. And wherever he 
preached, there he left his mark. He established 365 
churches, besides hundreds of primary schools, monas- 
teries, convents and seminaries for the education of. 
priests. So rapid was the growth of the new religion 
that, when the holy Patrick died, all of Ireland was 
Christian. She had her own body of bishops and 
priests, and it was not long before the Irish church 
began to send out her own great missionaries, to con- 
vert to Christ the heathen tribes of Scotland, England 
and Germany. 

St. Patrick’s ministry in Ireland lasted sixty long 
years, from the year 432 to the day of his death in 
492, at the age of 120 years, and the work he accom- 
plished proves him to have been, next to St. Paul, the 
greatest Christian missionary that ever lived. He was 
60 years old when he began his life work! The story 
of his capture by Irish pagan pirates in the year 388 


comes down to us in the pages of his own “Confes- 
sion,” in which he plainly recognizes his slavery to be 
the result of unfaithfulness to the church and the 
gospel. Says he: “I was led to Ireland in captivity 
with many thousands, according to our deserts, for we 
turned away from God and kept not His command- 
ments, and were not obedient+to our priests, who used 
to admonish us about our salvation.” Yet Providence 
was destined to use his capture and his resultant cap- 
tivity .for the conversion of that very people among 
whom Patrick toiled for six years as a shepherd slave 
boy. His mission to the Irish-people St. Patrick always 
claimed to be the answer to a persistent call, for voices 
were heard within him, calling him back to Erin, from 


‘ 
the hour thai he left her green shores as a slave, to the 
day of his consecration at Rome: 

“The voices of those who dwelt beside the wood of 
Fochluth, which is by tle western sea, and thus they 
cried, as if with one mouth: 3 3 

“*We beseech thee, holy youth, to come and w@lk 
once more among us.’ ”’ ; 

Perhaps one of the secrets of St. Patrick’s remark- 
able success as a missionary lies in his long prepara- 
tion, which covered a period of forty-four years, of 
which the six years of his slavery form no unimpor- 
tant part, for during this period he ‘learned the Irish 
language and led a saintly life on the hills of Antrim, 
praying for the conversion of the Irish nation, and 
studying Irish .customs. Not content with this, St. 
Patrick, remember, went back to civilization and put 
in thirty-eight years more of study and self-discipline 
under the best Christian masters of his day, and only 
at the age of three score years did he feel morally and 
religiously strong enough to conquer Irish paganism! 
His great age of 120 years testifies to St. Patrick’s re- 
markable health and strength of body, able to overcome 
the wear and tear of sixty years’ ceaseless missionary 
labor, begun at a time of. life when men in any age are 
apt to begin a physical decline. } 

The shamrock, or three-leaved clover, worn by every 
son of Erin on St. Patrick’s Day, is one of the oldest 
religious symbols of the human race, and among the. 
ancients it was the sign of the triune nature of God. 
Its name descends to us from the old Arabic, “Sham- 
rakh,” and among both Orientals and Irish it has a!- 
ways been a sacred emblem. Pliny tells us that its 
juice was a sure antidote for snake poison, and the 
Irish Druid priests also taught this to their deluded 
followers, so that, when St. Patrick stooped down, when 
preaching at Tara hill, and picked up the trefoil to 
illustrate the Christian trinity, he was using the mos! 
sacred thing known to the pagan Irish. When at last. 
all Ireland became Christian, their trefoil assumed 
still deeper significance and sacredness in the eyes of - 
all the people. It became the historic and legendary 
link uniting ancient Irish paganism. with their new 
Christianity—the Orient with the Occident! 

St. Patrick will ever stand before the world as the. — 
sensible, practical, hard-working, consecrated, and, 
withal, pious, missionary apostle of a once heathen 
people. Holy wells, snakes, popular myths, and super- 
stition may sometimes hide the true St. Patrick from 
us, but out of it all he still looms up, in his simple 
grandeur, as the victor over Celtic paganism. and as 
the ever-blessed patron of ‘the Irish people, who will

A Necessary and Useful Municipal System. 
NDER a system.of municipal control of street 
[J trees, the city has full power to plant, remove, 
spray, prune, protect, care for, and in every re 
spect assume control of any and all street trees with- 
This power is usually vested in a shade 
tree commission or park commission; in some places 
general supervision is in charge of a tree warden or 
city forester. 
Municipal control of street trees has been tried by 
nany cities and found to be satisfactory; in fact, it has 
proved to be the only practical method of shade tree 
control and improvement. In most municipalities 
where the system is in full operation, the cost of plant- 
ing is borne by the owner of the real estate adjoining, 
while cost of maintenance is borne by the city. 
The following reasons for municipal control of street 
trees may be given: 
41) The individual, in front of whose lot trees are 
planted, is not the only one to receive benefit from 
them: they benefit the entire street and the citizens 


who pass along it. 


(2) Tree planting is intimately connected with all 
forms of street improvement. In the laying out of 
streets, their grading, paving, asphalting, and in side- 
walk construction, questions continually arise concern- 
ing the effect of such on the street trees. Psoperty 
owners, either through ignorance or negligence, do not, 
as a rule. take measures to prevent permanent injury 
of the trees resulting from such improvement. All 
street improvements should be co-ordinated. 

(3) Municipal control insures systematic spraying 
and suppression of insect pests. Those individuals who 
neglect to care for their trees in times of an epidemic 
render almost useless the work of those who do strive 
to use preventive and eradicative measures, 

(4) Under the city’s control there will be uniformity 
regarding the spacing of trees, their distance from the 
curbing and the form of pruning. 

(5) An ideal street Las one species planted on both 
sides for its entire length. Practically, this can only be 
accomplished under a system of municipal control, 

(6) The majority of property owners are not fa- 
iniliar with the relative merits of the different species 
of trees for street purposes. Municipal control insures 
the proper selection of desirable trees.—[W. W. Rob- 
bins, Colorado Agricultural College. 


Desiccated Potatoes. 

HE drying of potatoes is an industry that has been 

developed in the past five years in eGrmany, which 
country grows one-third of the world’s potato crop. 
During the past year under orders of the secretary of 
agriculture, an investigation has been made in Ger- 
many of the starch and dried potato industries, dealing 
especially with machinery and methods in use. Ger- 
many has potato drying plants with a combined yearly 
capacity of nearly 25,000,000 bushels of potatoes, equal 
to more than 7 per cent. of the average annual potato 
crop of the United States for the three years ending 
with 1911.. The two general methois of manufacture 
are known as the roll system and the drum system. 

in the roll system the potatoes are steamed until 
softened, and then passed between large revolving 
cylinders which are heated by steam. The _ potato 
forms on the roll in a layer, which dries and is 
scraped off during a revolution of the roll. This prod- 
uct bas the appearance of one of our breakfast foods 
known as “corn flakes,’ and is used as a general 
substitute for the fresh potato in the household, in 
addition to being ground to a flour and!mixed with 


other flours for bread making and in the making of | 


cereal foods.

Much has been written on the particular physical 
characteristics that go to make up the hen that really

Close observa- 
tion has shown that all these systems possess same 
degree of merit. but that they are not the “whole thing.”

But in spite 
of this, it is quite true that the prolific hen possesses 
ertain characteristics by which she may in a measure 
be “spotted” in the flock. “These indications are,” says 
T. F. MeGrew in The Country Gentlemen, “a well-pre- 


portioned. body, a neck of medium length, a head 
natural according to the breed, a comb. of medium size |} 
well-filled with blood and large, bright and prominent 
eyes. The crop must have a capacity sufficient to hold 
a large food supply. The abdomen should be of good 
medium size and well -proportioned to afford a food 
capacity and a digestive organism sufficient to contain 
and utilize the food supply and convert it into eggs. 
In addition to this the body of the hen must be long, 
well rounded and evenly poised on the legs. The bird

It has always been a conviction with the writer that 
the average poultry breeder has only an indefinite idea 
of the cost of production of either eggs or carcass. In 
the absence of specific information along this line, he 
is hardly in a position to realize intelligently just what 
his profits consist of, until he finds that either his prin- 
cipal or reserve .capital is vanishing or else his debts 
are accumulating. And it is indeed a fine point in any 
business, because even economy can be overdone, and a 
business, like a man, be literally starved to death. 
Many an enterprise has failed because at the critical 
moment it was not properly nourished to withstand 
strained conditions. Economy is not parsimony; far 
from it. It is the elimination of waste: the conserva- 
tion of resources that stand for progress and a healthy 
commercial growth that shall yield a fair return on the 
investment and cost of operation. | 
Obviously, this is a broad question. It means first 
of all good stock—males that are from fine laying 
strains, and females that are prolific in eggs. Fowls 
failing in these essentials will certainly never cheapen 
production, and cost quite as much for maintenance as 
those of better performance. Next, your plant must 
be arranged with a view to reducing labor to a mini- 
mum, because it is a fixed charge, and so economy in 
its expenditure on a commercial plant has an important 
hearing on the cost of production. Cost and character 
of feed has an important bearin®’. Low-priced feeding 
stuffs aré not always an economy, and so are apt to 
increase cost of production rather than reduce it. Study 
closely what your local market will supply and at the 
agme time give you good results in product. Among 
fanciers and small breeders this matter is abused: to 
buy poultry food in retail packages is poor economy. 
Hiow it is furnished also has a bearing. And finally the 
dividing line between profit and loss is much influenced 
by the method and character of package in which the 
finished product is sent to market. Cost of production 
must never be pressed below the danger point where it 
deteriorates qualitv and appearance of product. These’ 
are conditions that the average breeder knows, but does 
not aways observe. .

to pattern after. In mentioning the great modern 
dramatists he includes Van Eeden, Heijermans and 
Halbe, and omits Sudermann, Schnitzler and Ibsen. The 
implication through the whole paragraph where the 
great Continental dramatists are named is one of not 
unfavorable comparison with Sinclair himself.. “We 
can name no such men in America.” says Sinclajr, “be- 
cause the American drama has not yet come io face 
the realities of modern life.” But he himself has not 
flinched in this respect. This brave J’Artaenan of the 
theater proudly asserts that his plays “are the work of 
aman who has faced the realities of modern life.” 

In closing he states that he will not attempt to pre- 
dict of what service his plays may prove in establish- 
ing a revolutionary drama in this country; but we 
are assured that he is a passionate lover of the theater, 
and “intends -to devote the greater part of his time 
from now on to the attempt to write for it.’ Oh, noble 
youth! Nor will he, in the future, deign to approach 
the vulgar and uninspired producers with his superla- 
tive and revolutionary wares. He will not have 
the time, for he will be busy correcting our dramatic 
evils. The dramatic future of America rests upon his 
shoulders. This Moses is to lead us out of the dark- 
ness into the light. He will publish his plays in book 
form “and leave it for those to whom they may appeal 
to find some way of getting them before the public.” 


Now let us turn for a moment to these nation-stag- 


gerers, these Gargantuan productions which the man- 
agers would have none of, these masterpieces such as 
no other American has produced, such as only Shaw, 
Andrejev, Gorky and Hauptmann could have written; 
these towering guides to an enlightened future. We 


first encounter a four-act composition called “The Na- | 


turewoman.”. The heroine, Oceana, is brought up on a 
South Sea island, where she has danced by moonlight 
with negroes, learned to play stngle-stick, tell the 
truth, read Havelock Ellis, Krafft-Ebbing, the Vedantas 
and Nietzsche. This incredible creature is placed in 
the midst of Boston society, and the play is given over 
chiefly to her discussion of syphilis, prostitution, 
eugenics, soul-culture, sex and civilization. She is a 
sort of washed-out, feminized version of John Tanner 
in “Man and Superman.” Toward the end of the un- 
original dialogue, she decides that her cousin's husband 
will be a first-rate father for her child, and approaches 
him on the subject, persuades him to her purpose, and 
together they hot-foot it from Back Bay. But civiliza- 
tion too much for the “advanced” naturewoman, 
and she gives up the man to his legal consort, assuring 
the broken-hearted wife that he is, In the vulgar ver 
nacular of civilization, still “innocent.” Says she, “I 
was a virgin when I came to Boston, and I am a virgin 
still.” So we,take leave of her going back to her island 
and her studies of sex. 

Her conversation is punctuated with such abysmal! 
inanities as, “Nobody ever caught a cold from winter 
air. Colds come=from over-eating and bad ventila- 
tion;” “no decent man ought to ask a woman to sign 
away her self-respect;" “there is nothing beautiful or 
right about sorrow;” “a lie is a thing I never pardon.”

“The Machine” is a melodrama in which the million- 


yaire Hegan, a hyena of finance, debauches the courts 


of justice through a “boss.” Laura, Hegan’s daughter, 
a superhuman prig soaked in zymotic virtue (a cor- 
seted version, no doubt, of Sinclair himself,) discov- 
ers the vile plotting of her father, and pleads with him 
not to corrupt the judiciary. But the traction king is 
impervious to her transcendentally moral entreaties, 
and will not reform. In this devastating exposure of 
predatory corruption, there is not a character with the 
slightest hint of verisimilitude. The dramatis personae 
are figures in the flat, with. neither blood nor viscera— 
mere cardboard mouthpieces for Sinclair's arraign- 
ments. 

Quite as ludicrous,.and perhaps even more doctrinal, 
is “The Second Story Man,” a one-act sketch in which 
a burglar chats with the lady of the house, and delivers 
to her a long harangue on the ennobling ideals of so- 
cialism and the degeneracy of claim agents, among 
which tribe her husband happens to be numbered. The 
burglar assures the lady that he has been brought to 
his present predicament by her husband. He is aston- 


ishingly well versed in bourgeoise socialism, At best, 
Sinclair's plays are topical and ephemeral, dealing 
with temporary sociological and _ political conditions.
